Police on guard kept the sidewalks 
clear but did not enter the building to 
Interfere with proceedings there. 


Mr. Randall and Mr. Mariotte have 


been "at war for several months over 
possession of the place, and each con- 
tends he is rightfully entitled to it. 
Mr. Randall says, that In July last he 
leased the room .to Mariotte for two 
months, with the understanding that 
thereafter the tenure of. occupancy by 
Mariotte was to be merely from month 
to month, and could be terminated at.

has been found that certain papers 
with a smooth linlsh keep clean a long 
time. White papers will in all prob- 
ability be more used durins the com- 
ing season than ever before. 


Putty color is to be one of the popu- 


lar shades. The name docs not sound 
alluring, but many of the papers in 
tliis Hbarle are charming. One excel- 
lent nuiility has a fabric effect and an 
almost inconspicuous stripe about two 
Inches in width. 
The pattern of the 


paper is as nondescript as is the color, 
but it is for this very reason that the 
paper is to be strongly recommended.

Is overpowering in 
most instances, so the manufacturers 
have adopted the wiser plan of having 
plain or comparatively plain side walls 
with trimming to mntch the cretonne 
curtains and couch covers. Truly de- 
lightful effects may be obtained by this 
method of treatment.

cut out, roughly, floral effects in wall 
papers and use them as frier.es but 
the rough edge

showed, and the effect was not. as a 
rule, satisfying. 
Now. however, the 


manufacturers sell the friezes and me- 
dallions carefully cut out and ready to 
le applied, so that pretty, neat effects 
are insured, and it is no longer neces- 
sary to trust to the skill of the paper 
ii anger.

dallions require good labor, and a con- 
siderable time is required to do the

TREATMENT FOR BURNS. 


That Mexican revolution is giving a 


performance that more than anything 
else resembles a lot of fellows half- 
dissatisfied and out raising cain to 
show it. 


Precaution Should Be Used in Caring 


for the Burned Person, 


(Youth's Companion.) 


The severity of burns and scalds de- 


pends upon the area of body surface 
that has been burned, the situation and 
the depth of tissue that has been de- 
stroyed. For example, a burn covering 
a limited surface of the leg or arm, al- 
though of considerable depth, is often 
less serious than a larger but more su- 
perficial burn of the trunk, head or 
neck: and this is especially true of 
children, who are-more susceptible than 
grown persons to the shock which ac- 
companies an extensive burn. 


Every one Is familiar with the sim- 


ple redness of the skin produced by a 
slight burn, and with the blister that 
follows if the burn be a. little more 
severe. 
In such slight accidents no 


tissue is actually destroyed, and no 
scar results. The redness is caused by 
congestion of the small blood vessels 
of the skin and the blister by the still 
further congestion, producing a leak- 
age of the fluids of the blood Into the 
upper layers of the skin. 


For such slight burns a coating of 


sweet oil or vaseline covered 
with 


clean cotton wool Is the simplest rem- 
edy. It supplies protection from ex- 
posure to the air. which Is a cardinal 
principle In the treatment of all burns 
and scalds. 


The blisters may be pricked with a 


needle—which has been passed through 
a name several times to kill all possi- 
ble germa—and the fluid allowed to es- 
cape; but the loose s,kln should be left 
In place, as It forms a better protec- 
tion than any artificial substance, 


The most painful form of burn Is 


that which extends only as far as the 
deeper layers of the skin and scorches 
the. sensitive nerve-endings which arc 
there situated. If tho burn penetrates 
beyond this point, the nerve-endings 
are destroyed, and the pain Is conse- 
quently much lessened, but the loss of 
tissue is, of course, much greater. he.aN 
Ing Is slower, and tho scar Is corres' 
xmdlngly more noticeable. 


In giving first aid to one suffering 


from a severe burn, especially At there 
Is a large surface Involved, It Is Im- 
portant first to pay attention to the 
general condition of the patient. Pale- 
ness and shivering, a feeble and flut- 
tering pulse, cold extremities, and per- 
haps an appearance of stupor, are all 
Indications of severe shock, which may 
produce so profound an 
impression 


upon the nervous system and 
vital 


centers as to prove rapidly fatal unless 
met with prompt treatment. In «uch 


condition much can be done before 


medical help arrives by keeping the 
head low. giving suitable stimulants, 
wrapping in warm blankets and apply- 
ing hot water bottles to the hands and 
feet.

Our Industrial and commercial en- 


terprises nourish as .never 
Before. 


The political campaign just closed 
was singularly free from bitterness 
and the elections never so free trom 
fraud or suspicion. 
Whatever our 


troubles, they are of man's making, 
not of God's sending. 


But our thoughts should take a 


wider scope than a mere review of a 
year's prosperity and doings. There 
arc principles of God's eternal gov- 
ernment which stand as tests by 
which He judges nations. Because 
Israel was realizing those principles 
when Mosc~s wrote, he could address 
the 
people with 
congratulations: 


"What nation la there so great, that 
hath statutes and 
judgments so 


righteous as all this law which I set 
before you this day." 
But the warn- 


ing also was needed: 
"Only take 


heed to thyself and keep lliy soul 
diligently, lest thou forget the things 
which thine eyes have seen, and lest 
they depart from thy heart all the 
days of thy life." 


Somo-spnce was-devotcd to show- 


ing that Israel's exalted position was 
not due to divine partiality. The na- 
tion flourished or declined, advanced 
or went backward. In proportion as 
she was true to her mission for the 
development of the kingdom ot God 
among men. Her fall and scattering 
came when she refused to go forward 
in the development of a 
spiritual 


kingdom In which the™ should be no 
distinction—"nether Jew nor Greek, 
male nor female, bond nor free." In 
her records we may trace the cause 
ot our own rise and progress: also 
a prophecy ot our continuance or 
decline. 


Lest we forget, let us see what 


principles 
of 
the 
kingdom 
<^f 


God we stand tof. 
We recognize In 


our' institutions the worth of the In- 
dividual, f The state exists for the 
man and'not the man for the state. 
The community Is also an organism 
ot individual members. 
The well- 


being of the Individual is the best 
guarantee of the general welfare of 
the community. 


We stand for the greatest freedom 


in the development of individuality. 
We want personal units, not a mere 
herd of human beings. • Hence 
our 


provision for universal and free edu- 
cation. 


We stand for religious liberty. The 


citizen of a kingdom of God must be 
such from choice. The state Is not 
authorized to ma;ke men nominally 
religious. 
Nowhere • on earth 
are 


churches so clean and active in all 
good works as in this land, where 
church and state stand independent 
of each other. 
State religion Is as 


great an absurdity as state love. We 
glory in the recognition of personal 
freedom in things that pertain to re- 
ligious 
convictions and 
worship. 


The state may not teach religion, but 
neither may she teach irrcligion. 


Let us not forget that. 
There is 


cause for taking heed. Not a few 
teachers in the state universities of 
our land seem to think that they are 
free to disparage the Christian faith 
before their pupils. Prot. Theophras- 
tus Bombast icus, 
whom the state 


employs to :cach some branch of 
science, tak'js every opportunity to 
exhibit his little stock of opinions 
about the Christian religion. 
His 


pupils have come from the atmos- 
phere of Christian homes. 
Their 


parents have, in good faith, entrusted 
them to a state university that they 
may secure the best education for 
some secular calling. The law pro- 
habits religious or anti-religious in- 
struction in schools supported by 
taxation. 
The expectation is that 


the law will be respected, and it is 
respected by 
the 
honest teacher, 


whether believer or unbeliever. 
But 


Professor 
Bombastlcus deliberately 


sets himself to discredit the faith of 
his pupils and win ^thcm to his own 
nothingarian 
opinions, 
in 
class 


and out of It. His pupils think him 
wise: probably they like him per- 
sonally; 
ho 
is 
tluvir 
authorized 


tencher. lie therefore has an open 
door 
to their minds and hearts. 


What he says about religion may be 
chenp enough, and his pupils would 
probably so regard it if their minds 
were more mature and their experi- 
ence larger. 
They are away from 


homo influences and the counsel of 
judicious friends. They are dcfense- 
less against the assaults of Professor 
Tinmbaslicus.

When those pupils return to their 


homes at Intervals, their parents arc 
saddened to s«o the change in their 
attitude toward 
religion, 
both - In 


opinion and conduct. 
If they aro 


asked why. they do not hesitate to 
say: 
"Professor Bombastlcus said 


no and so, and Professor Bombas- 
tlcus knows." 
They rather exult In 


their supposed liberality of thought 
and freedom of conduct, not know- 
Ing that they have exchanged bread 
for stones und tlsh for scorpions." 


I am not talking about a fiction. 


Parents have spoken to me and ex- 
pressed regret that they had sent 
their sons or daughters to a state 
university, which excludes religious 
Instruction, as it must, and yet coin- 
pels Its pupils to listen to gross mis- 
representations of Christianity "nd 
contemptuous flings at Its teachings 
The evil Is subtle, but It Is positive 
It wou'-j he hard to make out a case 
iigainst It in the courts, but it might 
be remedied easily by the regents of 
state universities Insisting on an 
honest regard for the spirit ot our 
school laws. 


Fortunately the 
evil has not yet 


corrupted our common schools. The:r 
teachers are near the people, and 
with few exceptions arc religious. 
They are also hnncst enough to re- 
spect their obligation to teach what 
they are employed to teach. 
Before 


long, however, the poison will begin 
to'filter down from the universities 
through teachers who have taken 
their Ideals from Professor 
Bom- 


basticus. 
Let us have fair play. Let the 


school 
laws 
be 
respected. 
Let 


honest people rise andxdemand that 
the stats confine its instruction to 
things secular. Let us dispense with 
teachers who arc notorious for their 
endeavors to wreck 
the religious 


convictions ot defenseless pupils. 


Apart from other 
considerations 


this abuse is the more to be de- 
plored, because it fosters enmity to- 
ward our entire public school system 
which, next to religious freedom, is 
our greatest civic blessing. We are 
an aggregate ot races, nations, lan- 
guages, sorts and conditions of men 
ea^h with its angularities that mus 
be'rubbcd off before it can be fitted 
into the growing temple of the re 
public. 
Our capacity for assimilat 


ing heterogeneous 
peoples is 
tin 


marvel of foreign statesmen. 
Bu 


vie. could not do it any more than 
they it it were not for nur commoi 
schools. If It were not for this force 
ful factor making and keeping us 
one. .we would begin to fall to pieces 
in the course of a generation. 
In 


our schools the children of all the 
people meet, learn to respect oaM»- 
other and acquire n sense of thnt 
democratic standard which measures 
men by character and not by condi- 
tions, belongings or social grades. 
In a -word, our schools are a guar- 
antee of our national unity. 


It is therefore an outrage and n 


t-^-?nnrible thing when state uni- 
versities 
foster 
nn 
abuse 
that 


tends to alienate their friends and 
encourage their enemies. We have 
no objection to the infidel or atheist 
hnving h|S"sny in public if he pleases. 
But we'wa.nl- fair play. 
We don't 


want to pay him for stealing the 
hearts of our children and robbing 
them of the great compelling but 
ennobling Ideas of duty, responsi- 
bility and accountability to God. 


As reasons for thanksgiving, men- 


tion was miule of the crusade against 
poisoned goods; the overwhelming 
public sentiment against child labor: 
the betterment of conditions for .men 
and women In factories and indus- 
trial plants of all kinds; the shifting 
of our Ideals of national greatness 


from the horrors of war to the en- 
terprises of peace and helpfulness. 


We give thanks, too. that a new 


generation Is coming on the stage of 
public lite that revolts from the de- 
grading Ideals of the boss and grafter 
—a generation that has net Its face 
toward a reign of civic righteous- 
ness and public service instead of 
public robbery. 


Wu thank God that lie Is raising 


up for this nation leaders of in- 
tegrity, ability, public spirit :md pa- 
triotism—men who look to the wel- 
fare o' the whole people .instead of 
party or self. 
They tiro men who 


know that the American people, once 
aroused, will face a dozen, man-made 
business panics rather than surren- 
der themselves to the rule ot rich 
criminals,

We are not yet 


ready to bow the knee to Mammon 
and enthrone him as our national

We prefer suffering, it need 


be a great deal nf it. to national 
degradation. We have turned from 
the methods in poltlcs and business 
that were making our laws and In- 
stitutions void.
